26 Safe in Airliner Crash; 


Five U.S. Army Fliers Killed 


ALEXANDRIA, Va., — Two plane * 
crashes in a pea soup fog eight miles 
apart Friday midnight killed all 
|five aboard an army bomber but 
spared 26 persons who crawled from 
the blazing wreckage of a big East- 
jern Airlines DC-4, 

The planes, attempting to land 
under a 300-foot ceiling, struck 
within 40 minutes of each other in 
the scrub pine countryside near 
here, a few miles south of Washing- 
ton 

An eye-witness said the DC-4, en 
route from Miami to New York via | 
Atlanta, apparently hit a farmer's 
lumber pile as the pilot groped | 
blindly through the dense fog for a 
landing. The ship careened against 
a well house, ripped into a 2,300-volt 
high tension power line, crashed | 
| into a valley and burst into flames. | 
} Debris Widely Strewn 
Debris was strewn over half a 
| mile of the wooded muddy terrain | 
about five miles south of here. 

“It was incredible that anybody 
got out alive,” said one of the first 
persons to reach the scene. 

“The plane’s wings were ripped 
off and the cabin fuselage was 
burning furiously halfway down the 
hill. Part of a wing lay 1,000 feet 
away on the hilltop. One of the 
plane's four motors was 500 feet off | 
to the side. Little pieces of steel were 
scattered all over the field.” 

One of the stewardesses, Miss 
Betty Camera, 26, of Allentown, Pa., 
checked off the 21 passengers as 
they emerged from the escape hatch 
of the flaming fuselage. Then she | 
shepherded them to the top of the 
| hill for safety in case of an explo- 
sion.

TORONTO, (CP)—A strike which 
may affect all bush operations in 
the vast Northern Ontario dis- 
tricts of Cochrane, Thunder Bay and 
Algoma began at midnight. 

So far it is not known how many 
of the 12,000 men employed in 
camps in the districts have joined 
the strike. Sources here said that 
this may not be known until next 
week because of lack of communica- 
tions with most of the camps, iy 
remote areas. 

W. A. Delahaye, of the Ontario 
Forest Industries association, speak- 
ing for the operators, said the em- 
ployers are not certain of the 
issues. He said that in the north- 
eastern part of Northern Ontario— 
Cochrane district—the union had 


not presented its demands to any 
of the companies. 

Earlier a spokesman for the 
Lumber and Sawmill Workers’ 


union (A.F.L.) said the men wanted 
a $5 a day minimum wage, union 
recognition and improved living 
and working conditions. 

Mr. Delahaye said wages were | 
based largely on piece work rates 
and that an average workman made 
$7 a day with more skilled men 
making up to $10. 

He said the companies planned 
to have 20,000 men in the bush 
in the next few weeks ,with winter

In calling the strike, the union

U.K. Railways Launch Attack 
Against Nationalization Plan

LONDON.— ‘Britain's railways 
unlimbeved their anti-nationaliza- 
tion guns Saturday to fire first 
shots aimed at state control of 
their lines. 

In a pamphlet called “Railways 
and the Future,” the major operat- 


ing companies issued a demand for) 


a public inquiry into the advisabil- 
ity of nationalization of railways 
and contended that state owner- 
and operation of lines would 
be “disastrous.” 

At the same time, counter-pro- 
posals were set forth on behalf of 
the railways by Sir Ronald Matt- 
hews, chairman of London and 
Northeastern Railway, who out- 
lined a plan described as “a land- 
lord and tenant” arrangement 
which might in the end turn out 
to be a compromise solution, 


Under the lines’ scheme, the gov- | 


ernment would buy the fixed as- 
sets of the lines, such as 
buildings and tracks, required for 
operation of railway traffic. These 
would then be rented by the com- 
panies on long leases. 

Roliing stock would remain the 
property of the companies who 
would continue to operate the lines 
Payment for assets would be in the 
form of government stock carrying 
a fixed rate of interest, 

Essence of the plan 
that large sums required for 
equipment would be put up by the 
government, which would then 
have a substantial interest in the 
railways, in the planning of capital 
expenditure and in the general 
policy of the improvement of rail- 
way facilities, 

At the same time, the individuat- 
ity of the four main line companies 
would be retained. Their capital 
structure would remain unalterea 
except for the establishment of a 
new rent charge which would rank 
ahead of existing debenture stocks. 

The railways’ pamphlet, whicn 
had a favorable reception in the 
press Saturday, raised a twofold 
argument against nationalization, 
at least at present: 

1, When so much must be done 
to repair, replace, construct and 
improve railways, stations, rolling 
stock and services generally, 15 
this the time for experimenting 
with state ownership? 

2. Seeing that the government 


recognized in 1939 that many statu- | 


tory regulations imposed upon rail- 
ways were injurious to them, why 
not deal with that practical pro- 
blem now and put the railways on 
an equal footing with other forms 
of transport? 

It is certain that the railways’ 
arguments will provoke a hot de- 
bate when parliament considers 
the nationalization scheme at the 
new session next month but to 
most observers their campaign 
against state ownership seemed 
rather like closing the stable door 
after the horse had bolted. The bes* 
they could expect appeared to ne 
some compromise like that suggested 
by Sir.

@ Newfoundlander Sees Gains 


For All in Joining Canada 


eph Smallwood of Gander, a slight, 
bespectacled, loquacious man in 
his mid-forties, is carrying on a 
strenuous campaign to have New- 
foundland enter Canadian  con- 
federation and become the dom- 
inion’s 10th province. 

A member of the 45-man con- 
vention elected to recommend a 
future form of government for the) 
island, Mr. Smallwood now is the 
sole outspoken advocate of confe- 
deration but there are indications 
his campaign is gaining ground, 

Some members of the convention 
gradually are swinging to his sup- 
port, but they have not yet made 
up their minds to the point where 
they will join him publicly urging 
confederation. 

Mr. Smallwood, who has dabbled 
in free lance writing, radio com- 
ment, farming and politics, was one 
of two candidates in the con- 
vention election to campaign for a 
definite form of government. The 
other was Peter Cashin of St.| 
John’s, who advocates a return to) 
responsible government, lost in 
1934 when the United Kingdom ap- 
pointed a commission of govern- 
ment to help bring the island's 
finances back on a sound basis, 

Won Vast Majority 

As election time approached last 
June, many believed Mr. Small- 
wood as a confederationist stood 
little chance of being elected. New- 
foundlanders were believed not to 
have forgotten what they con- 
sidered was ill treatment at the 
hands of Canada when they sought 
to enter confederation in 1895. 

When the votes were counted, 
however, Mr. Smallwood had 2,129 
and his opponent 277. Veteran 
Newfoundlanders say the reason 
for it was Mr. Smallwood's person- 
ality and not his platform. 

Now with the convention meeting 
in private committee sessions after | 
three weeks of public sessions, Mr, | 
Smallwood is continuing his cam-| 


paign and he is openly confident 
of success. 
Benefits to Canada 

In outlining what Newfoundland | 
and Canada each would gain by} 
confederation, he listed these 10 
as among the things Canada would | 
gain: | 

1. As citizens 320,000 of the 
“sturdiest, soberest, hardest work- 
ing people in the British Empire.” 

2. Labrador—“the last stand of | 
undeveloped territory, with 110,000 
square miles of timber, minerals 
and waterpower.” | 

3. Control of the most strategic | 
spot in the North Atlantic. 

4. Newfoundland would take 80 to 
90 percent of import needs from 
Canada and would give up the right 
to buy in a free market. About 62 
percent of her imports now are 
coming from Canada. 

5. Canada could use Newfound-| 
land’s “unmatched” agency for the 
marketing of fish throughout the 
world. | 

6. Newfoundland would bring} 
into confederation its cod-fishing | 
trade—the “envy” of all North| 
America.

4. Newfoundland’s unfavorable 
balance of trade is caused by in- | 
visible imports—for instance, Ca- | 
nadian banks and insurance com- | 
panies which do business on the} 
island and export the profits to 
the dominion. 

5. Newfoundland would obtain | 
some return from the revenue it is | 
helping to produce for the Canadian 
government. As a province it would 
much more likely have Canadian 
capital come in to develop New- 
foundland resources. | 

6. Newfoundland would enjoy the 
benefits of Canadian social ser- 
vices, such as family allowance 
payments. 

7. As members of confederation, 
the people of Newfoundland could 
freely travel to any part of Can- 
ada, | 

Gain in World Markets | 

8. Newfoundland would be able 
to take advantage in Canada's 
buying power in world markets, and 
make use of Canadian consular and | 
other services. 

9. Newfoundland could look with 
confidence toward the development 
of Labrador, which the island has 
not the resources to develop. 

10. Newfoundland would obtain 
access to Canadian scientific and 
research facilities, which the is- 
land could not develop itself. 

The Canadian government fre- 
quently has indicated it is ready to 
discuss Newfoundland’s entry into 
confederation, but always has 
stressed the initiative must be taken 
by the island. |

To Help Re-establish Italy 


By Ross Munro 

PARIS, (CP) — Canada’s chief 
specific interest at the peace con- 
ference has focussed on the eco- 
nomic clauses of the Italian treaty 
where the dominion delegation 
made several interventions aimed 
at helping Italy re-establish her- 
self as @ component part of a 


stable European economy. 

Underlying Canada’s approach to 
the Italian treaty was a desire to 
see Italy become a trading state 
again. The dominion has a spe- 
cia] interest in this because before 
Mussolini clamped on trade res- 
trictions, Canada and Italy car- 
ried on a profitable trade. 

As part of this general policy 
Canada strongly backed an Aus- 
tralian proposal, which was finally 
adopted, for the establishment of 
a reparations commission to co- 
ordinate and supervise deliveries 
of reparations by Italy. 

Keep Reparations Orderly 

It was felt this would regulate 
the complicated business of repa- 
rations’ payments and would help 
Italy by limiting the possibilities 
of some claiming countries taking 
undue advantage of Italy in bi- 
lateral arrangements, 

Canada also moved an amend- 
ment increasing from 18 months 
to three years the period during 
which the United Nations and 
Italy grant each other “most fa- 
vored nation” treatment in trade 

Both these amendments failed 
to win a two-thirds majority at 
the conference's plenary sessions 
but even with a simple majority 
it is believed they will be serious- 
ly considered by the council of 
foreign ministers for inclusion in 
the final treaties, 

Well-Informed on Italy 

These were two concrete con- 
tributions, The Canadian delega- 
tion also shared fully in the long 
and arduous talks in the Italian 
commission, Dana Wilgress, Ca- 
nadian ambassador to Russia, with 
long experience in trade and com- 
merce as well as diplomatic back- 
ground and a knowledge of the 
Russian language, was a pillar of 
strength, particularly at this phase 
of the conference, 

The Canadian delegation was 
led during August by Prime Min- 
ister King and since then by 
Health Minister Claxton,

No Reparations Claim | 

On several occasions Canada| 
said she made no claims for Italian 
reparations althought she does not 
intend to waive her claim to Ita- 
lian assets in Canada. It is pos- 
sible she also may claim later a 
return of some of her $28,000,000 
military relief to Italy and for 
the loses suffered on the lira ex- 
change while Canadian troops 
were in Italy. 

These are not reparations, how- 
ever, and do not come within the 
framework of the treaty. 

On the territorial clauses of the | 
treaty, Canada did not take a very 
important part, leaving the de- 
bate largely to countries more vi- 
tally interested. However, Mr, Clax- 
ton spoke in support of a free 
state of Trieste and on the ques- 
tion of the disposition of Italian 
colonies. | 

He agreed with the council of 
foreign ministers proposal] that the 
council should try to settle the 
question within a year and if it 
cannot by then, it should take the 
recommendations of the United 
Nations. 

Would Cede Eritrea 

Mr. Claxton differed, however, on 
one point in that he urged that 
Ethiopia be granted Eritrea. 

In the discussion of the Balkan | 
and Finnish treaties Canada again 
played a minor role. 

In the controversy over the Cze- 
choslovak-Hungarian frontier, Lt.- 
Gen. Maurice Pope, military mem- 
ber of the Canadian delegation, 
served on a sub-committee which 
adjusted the Bratislava bridge- 
head, He also was the conciliator 
in a dispute over the transfer of 
Hungarians from Czechoslovakia. 

Early in the conference Cana- 
da’s big contribution was the pro- 
posal advanced by Mr. King that! 
the Big Four meet concurrently to 
facilitate the work of the confe- 
rence and consider its recommen- 
dations, Things did not work out 
exactly as proposed but the Big 
Four met and helped the con- 
ference along. 

At the start of the conference 
Canada turned down the chair- 
manship of several commissions 
but finally accepted the chair- 
manship of the legal and drafting 
commision, which was undertaken 
by Mr. Claxton.

Most people who have studied the 
housing situation are now agreed 
that the only possible way of pro- 
viding reasonable accommodation 
for the thousands in the lower in 
‘come brackets is through subsidiz- 
jing housing schemes, This view is 
‘held by many of the Dominion gov- 
ernment’s housing experts and 
there is no doubt that eventually 
the necessary legislation will be 
prepared, 

Reluctance of the governmen{ to 
|move immediately is due to many 
|factors, First of all is the fact 
that there are enough pedple with 
|money to meet present building 
costs still in the market for homes 
to absorb our entire present pro- 
|ductive capacity, Secondly there is 
|the fact that the lobbies and pres- 
|sure groups which are opposed to 
subsidization are better organized 
than those who want it. And third, 
and probably the most important, 
is the fact that Dominion-Provine- 
cia] relations are far from satis- 
factory,

The breakdown of the Dominion- 
Provincial conference early this 
year has delayed several import- 
ant social security programs. While 
the Dominion government probably 
has the power to do as it pleases 
jand lay down the law to the prov- 
jinces, Dominion government iead- 
jers are anxious that any arrange- 
ments should be worked out ami- 
jcably on the basis of mutual agree- 
| tment rather than by adopting a 
| “do as I say” policy. 
| For subsidizing housing to work 
| satisfactorily it will be necessary 
to base the plans and administra- 
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tion of any scheme on @& partners 
ship agreement between the muni-+ 
cipalities, the provincial and the 
Dominion governments. While the 
Dominion will probably have to put 
up the lion’s share of the money 
it is still desirable that both the 
provinces and the municipalities 
should be financially interested.

For example the municipalities 
will probably have to make consid. 
erable tax concessions to homes 
built under any such scheme and 
will also have to accept responsib- 
ility for administering them. This 
is how Britain works it, The provin- 
cial government will probably be 
expected to co-ordinate all activity 
within the provincial borders, In 
order to assure that the province's 
demands are actually in keeping 
with its needs it will be desirable 
for the province to have some fin- 
ancial interest as well. .

Because of the complexities of 
the details still to be considered 
and worked out it is improbable 
that we shal] see any immediate 
action towards a large-scale subsi- 
dization scheme, But we can pro- 
bably expect it to begin some time 
within the next five years. -probab- 
ly closely co-ordinateq with such 
efforts as community planning. 

In the meantime we are going 
to have to wait for a resumption 
of Dominion-Provincial talks and 
hope that this time the importance 
of the problems facing us will be 
sufficient to persuade all the parties 
concerned of the necessity of arrive 
ing at some mutually acceptable 
solution to them.

BOSTON, Oct. 12 —(AP)— It doesn’t matter whether St. Louis 
Cardinals or Boston Red Sox win the world series, the player's 
share will be lowest since the war series of 1918 between the Red 
Sox and Chicago Cubs, 

With the Cardinals dividing the money into 34 shares and the Red 
Sox into 41 (highest in history), a total of less than $4,000 per player 
is assured, 

With $304,141.25 set aside for the players—60 per cent of the gross 
receipts of the first four games after the comissioner’s share has been 
deducted—the winning share of each Cardinal player will amount 
to $3,736.45. Should the Red Sox win, each Boston player would re- 
ceive $3,098.52 

The small size of the two parks—Sportsman’s Park seats 34,000 and 
Fenway Park 32,000—is the big reason tor the small shares, Another 
is the loss of the $175,000 radio broadcasting fee, which appears cer- 
tain to be put into the players’ pension fund. 

Should the Cards win, the Red Sox’ losing share will be only 
$2,094.14. 

A Red Sox victory would net each Cardinal player $2,525.28.

Can Canada Savings Bonds be assigned or HOW, WHEN AND WHERE TO BUY 


Q@ What are Canada Savings Bonds? 


A Canada Savings Bonds are the successor to 
Victory Bonds and War Savings Certificates, 
They are your country’s promise to return your 
money to you at any time and to pay you in- 
terest at an attractive rate. 


Q_ Why are Canada Savings Bonds being offered? 
A Because during the war, millions of Cana- 
dians learned the savings habit by buying Vic- 
tory Bonds and War Savings Certificates. A 
recent survey shows that 82°% of them want to 
keep on saving by a similar plan. 


Q Ie the Government selling Canada Savings 
Bonds just to raise money? 


A No. Borrowing needs of the Government 
can be met by other types of loans. The main 
purpose of the Canada Savings Bonds is to pro- 
vide the millions of Canadians who learned to 
save in war years, with a convenient way to 
continue this kind of saving and investment in 
peacetime. 


Q Is there any limit to the amount of Canada 
Savings Bonds that one person may hold? If so, 
why? 

A Yes. There is a limit of $2000 for each in- 
dividual, but each member of a family may hold 
bonds up to the limit. The favourable rate of 
interest and the advantage of immediate cash- 
ability make this limit necessary. 


Q What is the price of Canada Savings Bonds? 
A 100%. That is, a $100 bond costs $100. 
If payment is not completed on or before Novem- 
ber 15th, 1946, interest will be added to the 
purchase price, 


Q In what denominations are Canada Savings 
Bonds available? 


A $50, $100, $500 and $1,000. 


CASHING OF BONDS 


Q How long can I leave my money in Canada 
Savings Bonds? 

A Until November 1st, 1956. The bonds will 
be dated November 1, 1946, and will mature 
November 1, 1956, 


Q@ Can I cash my bond at any time before Novem- 
ber 1, 1956? ¥ bef 


A Yes, any branch in Canada of any chartered 
bank will cash your bond immediately at full 
face value, plus interest at 234 %, upon identifica- 
tion of the registered holder, ' 


A They can be cashed, but not assigned or 


transferred. This is necessary to prevent any 
individual from acquiring more than the author- 
ized limit, 


INTEREST COUPONS 


Q What interest is paid on Canada Savings 
Bonds? 


A 2%{%—payable yearly on November Ist 
from 1947 to 1956, by coupon cashable without 
charge at any branch in Canada of any bank. 


Q Are interest coupons registered? 
A No. They are payable to bearer. 


REGISTRATION — PROTECTION 


Q Why is it necessary to register Canada Savings 
Bonds? 


A Registration gives protection in case your 
bond is lost, stolen or destroyed. It is also the 
simplest way to ensure that individuals do not 
hold more than the $2000 limit. 


Q In whose name can Canada Savings Bonds be 
registered? 


A ‘They can be registered only in the name of 
one individual, adult or minor, up to the amount 
of the authorized limit. The registration must 
designate a Canada address, 


Q Can Canada Savings Bonds registered in the 
name of a child be cashed? 


A Yes. Banks are familiar with the necessary 
regulations, 


Q Can Canada Savings Bonds be disposed of 
when registered in the name of a deceased person? 


A Yes, any bank will supply the necessary in- 
formation, 


Q@ Can I replace my Canada Savings Bonds, if 
they are lost, stolen or destroyed? 


A Yes. It is wise, however, to keep Canada 
Savings Bonds in a safe place, as you would 
any other valuable documents, Replacement re- 
quires a certain time so that proper safeguards 
may be set up, In case of loss you should im- 
mediately notify the Bank of Canada, Ottawa 
of the circumstances of the loss, with details of 
denominations and serial numbers, if possible. 
If bonds have been lost or stolen, you should give 
the same information to your local police, 


Q Where can I buy Canada Savings Bonds? 

A At any branch of a bank or from an author- 
ized investment dealer, stock broker, trust or 
loan company—or through the payroll savings 
plan if this is in operation at your place of employ- 
ment. 


Q When can I buy Canada Savings Bonds? 

A You can buy Canada Savings Bonds be- 
ginning October 15, 1946. They will be avail- 
able until November 2, 1946, and will remain on 
sale after that date at the discretion of the 
Minister of Finance. 


Q How do I pay for Canada Savings Bonds? 
A In any of the following 3 ways: 
1. By payment in full at time of 
2. By monthly instalments throug 
trust or loan company. 
38. By regular deductions from pay, where 
employers operate the Payroll Savings 
Plan. 
Q What is the official Monthly Savings Plan? 
A Under this Plan, a bank, trust or loan com- 
any of your choice buys bonds for your account. 
Vou make a down payment of 5 % (i.e. $5 per $100 
bond). Then you pay the balance, including a 
small amount of interest, over the next eleven 
months by regular monthly instalments to the 
bank or trust or loan company. If, at any time 
during these eleven months, you wish to complete 
payment of the balance, you may do so. 


Q What is the Payroll Savings Plan? 

A Under this Plan, you place your order for 
Bonds with your employer. You pay for the 
Bonds by regular deductions from pay over a 
period which may extend to twelve months, 
Vou pay 100% plus a small amount of interest, 
After you have completed the final payment, 
your employer delivers the Bonds to you, with 
the first and all subsequent interest coupons

OTTAWA.—Because the western 
farmer is primarily a wheat grower 
rather than a beef producer and 
| because Canada cannot hope ,to 
| compete successfully in the world 
market, or even the British market, 
with Argentina, he would be well 
| advised to begin now to taper off 
on his beef production, 

This is the opinion of food experts 
of the prices board who point out 
that while Canada is committed to 
provide Britain with a minimum 
of 120,000,000 pounds of beef for the 
next two years, this big market is 
likely to fall off or even disappear 
by 1949, 

Because cattle growers cannot get 
into and out of production as easily 
and as quickly as hog growers, of- 
ficials say they should now be giv- 
ing attention to diminishing their 
cattle so that by 1949 they will not 
have a surplus of beef on hand, 

Actually, they point out, Cana- 
dian beef is costing Britain almost 
twice as much as she could get it 
from ‘Argentina in normal times. 
By 1949 it is believed that not 
only will Argentine beef be avail- 
able to the British market in good 
supply but Britain herself will be

THE AIRCRAFT, BRITAIN’S F§RST air freighter, flew a load 
of provisions to Yellowknife early this week. 

Its scheduled return flight Friday coincided with an urgent 
need to fly the Eskimo boy to Edmonton for medical care that may 
save his life. 

In company with a nurse, Margaret Coussins of Nanaimo, B.C., 
the boy, 14-year-old Ayluk whose home is at Coppermine, NWT, 
was flown here Friday from Yellowknife in a little more than four 
hours. 

When the aircraft touched down at the airport, a Jack Hays’ 
ambulance was at the scene and rushed the boy and his nurse to 
the Charles Camsel! Memorial hospital, 

THE BOY AYLUK, WAS BADLY BURNED in a fire accident at 
Coppermine 10 days ago, when the gas engine on his boat exploded 
while he and his small brother and sister were passengers, Ayluk 
put his brother and sister over the side of the boat to keep them 
from being burned, and while the flames seared his back and legs 
badly, he held onto them to prevent them from drowning. He was 
flown into Yellowknife by an Eldorado mines Norseman. 

Tim Sims, who flew in 1929 air-pioneering days in Edmonton, 
between here and Aklavik, is captain of the British plane, They 
flew through sleet and snow coming in from Yellowknife Friday.

Teenie Weenie Luck 


bir Teenie Weenies heat their 
houses with tiny stoves. These 
stoves burn wood and it takes 
a lot of wood to keep the little 
people warm during the Winter. 
The men pick up all the small 
pieces of wood they find and 
carry them in the Teenie Weenie 
cart to the village. Lead pencils, 
burned matches, paint brush 
handles and wooden clothespins 
make fairly good firewood, for 
these objects are not too big for 
such little folks to handle. Many 
tree limbs can be used, but most 
of these are too big to be cut 
into firewood, for the Teenie 
Weenies’ large crosscut saw is 
only two and a half inches long, 
and it will not cut through wood 
more than an inch thick. When 
the Teenie Weenies find a limb 
of this size they cut it into logs 
about three inches long and then 
hire a team of mice to pull the 
logs into the Teenie Weenie vil- 
lage, where the logs are sawed 
into pieces about half an inch 
long. These pieces are then split 
with Teenie Weenie axes into 
suitable size for the Teenie 
Weenie stoves and stored in 
the woodhouse. This is an old 
syrup tin the little people scrubbed and dried. 

Ree matches and wooden safety match boxes 
make good kindling for starting fires, but the best 
stove wood is hard wood like birch, maple, oak or 
beechwood. Old pencils make fairly good wood for 
the cook stove, but they are usually made of cedar 
wood. They burn fast and make a hot fire, but they 
do not last long. The Teenie Weenies are very 
happy when they find a hardwood limb that is not 
too big for them to handle, and if a limb falls from
